London. Sept. 7.—The news of the 
attempt upon the life of President Mc­ 
Kinley spread slowly in London. The 
first ticker reports were discredited; 
then, with the confirmation and the 
general dissemination of 
the news, 
arose a far reaching feeling of sor­ 
row and indignation, which, wherever 
Americans 
were 
gathered, 
almost 
gained the proportions of a panic, ae 
companied by feverish anxiety for fur 
ther details. The thousands of Ameri 
cans now in London were mostly at 
the theaters when the news arrived 
and returning to their hotels found 
anxious groups of 
Englishmen and 
American^ discussing what, without 
distinction of race, is regarded as a 
national 
calamity. 
London’s 
tele­ 
phones, usually silent at night, tingled 
with impatient inquiries addressed to 
newspapers and American correspond 
ents in the hope of securing a denial 
of the report. 
The announcement of 
the attempted assassination was re­ 
ceived too late for extra editions of 
the papers to announce the news to 
the mass of the English people and 
they will act learn until they take up 
their morning papers of the attempt 
to kill the president. 
A representative of the Associated 
Press conveyed the 
intelligence to 
Mr. J. W. Mackay, Colonel Ochiltree, 
Messrs. C. L. Pullman and J. W. Gates 
and many others, all of whom desired 
to express their 
Unspeakable Indignation 
at th* cowardly act, the deepest sym­ 
pathy with Mrs. McKinley and hopes 
for the president's recovery. 
Added 
to this personal patriotic sentiment 
was the dread that. whatever the out­ 
come of the outrage upon the presi­ 
dent, it would perhaps rend fatally 
upon Mrs. McKinley. 
Comparatively 
few 
Englishmen 
beard the news, but all 
these ex­ 
pressed horror and sympathy aa gen­ 
uine as if it had been the bing Instead 
of the president.

curring plaudits of an army of sight­ 
seers ringing to his ears, the blow of 
the assassin fell, and In an instant 
pleasure gave way to pain; admiration 
to agony; folly turned to fury and 
pandemonium followed. 
Diwn at police headquarters, sur* 
rounded by stern faced Inquisitors of 
the law, la a medium stxed man of 
commonplace 
appearance, with his 
fixed gas# directed on the floor, who 
presses his lips firmly together and 
listens with an air of assumed Indlf 
ference to the persistent stream of 
questions, 
arguments, 
objurgations 
and admonitions with which his cap­ 
tors seek to induce or compel him to 
talk. 
Deed 'Was Wait Planned. 
It was Just after the dally organ 
recital in the splendid Temple of Mu­ 
sic that tha dastardly attempt was 
made. Planned with all tha diabolical 
ingenuity and Unease of which an­ 
archy or nihilism Is capable,the would- 
be assassin carried out the work with­ 
out a hitch, and should his designs 
fail and the president survive only to 
Divine Providence can be attributed 
that beneficent result. 
The president, though well guarded 
by United 8tales secret service de 
ter ti»***, was fully exposed to such an 
attack as occurred.
